To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1954» 

The  birth  rate  was  12,5  as  compared  with  12,0 
in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  births  registered  3.1  per 
cent  were  illegitimate  as  compared  with  4,1  per  cent  in  1953. 

All  deaths  of  patients  in  Menston  Hospital  are 
assigned  to  the  Urban  District  by  the  Registrar  General  as  being 
their  usual  place  of  residence  for  the  purpose  of  vital 
statistics.  This  materially  increases  the  death  rate  of  the 
Urban  District  as  a whole.  If,  however,  Menston  Hospital  is 
excluded  the  death  rate  is  reduced  from  15.0  to  10.9  which  latter 
rate  is  comparable  with  the  corresponding  rate  of  12,2  for  the 
previous  year.  The  preponderance  of  deaths  due  to  heart:  and 
circulatory  diseases,  cancer  and  respiratory  disease,  and  the 
low  incidence  of  deaths  from  infective  diseases  is  evident  from 
the  analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  and  is  a feature  of  present 
trends  of  mortality.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  all  deaths  were 
of  persons  aged  60  and  over. 

There  were  7 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year, 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  20,3.  This  rate  compares 
favourably  with  that  of  28.0  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative 
County  and  25,5  for  England  and  Wales. 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  There  have  now 
been  only  2 maternal  deaths  in  the  last  12  years.

Satisfactory  features  of  the  feital  statistics  for 
the  year  were  the  low  infant  mortality,  the  absence  of  maternal- 
deaths,  and  the  low  incidence  of  notified  infectious  disease. 
The  cancer  death  rate,  however,  remains  high  although  it  must 
be  noted  that  the  deaths  from  this  disease  and  other  chronic 
and  degenerative  diseases  are  thrown  into  greater  prominence 
by  the  decline  in  the  other  causes  of  mortality.  Moreover  an 
increasing  proportion  of  the  population  is  surviving  to  the 
later  ages  at  which  these  diseases  are  encountered. 

The  incidence  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis calls  for  the  continued  application  of  preventive 
measures,  the  success  of  which  depends  not  only  on  the  efforts 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff,  but  also  on 
the  co-operation  and  support  of  the  family  doctor,  chest 
physicians,  mass  radiography  unit,  industrial  medical  officer, 
housing  authority,  and  not  least  on  the  patient  himself. 

It  is  again  necessary  to  stress  the  importance 
of  all  children  being  protected  against  diphtheria  by 
immunisation  before  attaining  their  first  birthday,  and 
subsequently  being  re-immunised  ea'1  first  entering  school.  Of 
like  importance  is  the  protection  of  the  individual  and  the 
community  against  smallpox  by  the  vaccination  of  all  healthy 
infants  followed  by  their  re-vaccination  within  two  to  three 
years  of  first  entering  school. 
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The  home  nurses,  health  visitors  and  home 
helps  have  devoted  much  attention  to  the  many  and  varied 
needs  of  the  aged  sick  and  infirm  in  the  District,  and 
valuable  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  Divisional 
Welfare  Officer  in  obtaining  the  appropriate  care  in 
residential  accommodation  for  those  who  were  unable  to 
maintain  an  independent  existence  in  their  own  homes. 

As  the  Urban  District  of  Aireborough  is 
included  in  Division  5 of  the  West  Riding  County  Council* 
Divisional  Administration  of  the  Preventive  Medical 
Services,  I have  included  in  an  appendix  to  this  report, 
as  in  previous  years,  information  and  statistics  relating 
to' these  services. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Committee  for  the  kindness  extended  to  me  and  for 
their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department.  I would 
also  record  ny  appreciation  of  the  assistance  I have 
received  from  the  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  of  the 
loyal  work  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Public  Health  Labor atory  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  at  Wakefield  undertakes  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  clinical  specimens,  milk,  water,  etc.  and  certain  biochemical 
tests  on  milk  and  ice-cream. 

Facilities  exist  in  the  Council’s  laboratory  at  Grange 
House  for  cariying  out  biochemical  tests  on  milk  and  ice-cream.

In  the  remaining  case  no  causal  organism 
v/as  isolated.  Eight  of  the  cases  were  affected  in  a small  out- 
break at  the  Oudseley  Day  Nursery. 


Food  Poisoning 

1 cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified.  These  were 
all  single  unassociated  cases.  Two  of  the  cases  were  due  to 
Salmonella  infections,  hut  in  none  of  the  cases  was  the  source 
of  infection  established. 


Tuberculosis 


Twenty-nine  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
(including  1+  patients  in  Menston  Hospital)  and  4-  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  came  to  notice  during  the  year. 

There  were  6 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
one  death  from  non -pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Urban  District  are 
referred  to  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic, 
The  Hospital,  Middleton-in-Wharfedale.

Appended  herewith  are  the  various  charts  and  statistics 
relative  to  the  Department. 


A reasonable  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out 
throughout  the  year  in  spite  of  labour  diffi.cu3.tics,  while  the  new 
Refuse  Disppsal  Plant  at  New  Scarborough  was  officially  opened  by 
Councillor  E.  Cunliffe  on  the  13th  May,  1954»  For  the  present 
financial  year  751  tons  of  salvable  materials  were  sold  which  realised 
£5,219  and  made  a total  weight  of  salvage  sold  since  salvage  operations 
commenced  in  1940,  of  5?  075  tons  of  materials  sold  for  £35*982. 


During  the  year  a total  of  180  houses  were  built,  being 
49  by  private  enterprise  and  131  by  the  Local  Authority.  Both  these 
figures  are  the  highest  since  the  cessation  of  austerities . Since 
1945  to  the  end  of  1954*  889  houses  have  been  built  in  the  district; 
183  were  private  enterprise,  706  by  the  Local  Authority  of  which  50 
were  temporary  dwellings.

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  was  proceeded  with  during 
the  year  and  a preliminary  survey  was  made  of  houses  to  be  dealt  with 
as  future  clearance  areas.  The  survey  was  published,  a map  prepared 
and  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  493  houses  during  the  next  5 years 
in  addition  to  MCA0P.  bungalows  which  belong  to  the  Council. 


During  the  year  the  Council  sanctioned  improvements  to 
private  dwelling  houses  amounting  to  £4,950  of  which  the  Council 
will  contribute  £2,480  by  wa^J-rant ,,  Under  the  Small  Dwellings 
Acquisition  Acts  the  Council  advanced  a total,  sum  of  £39*205  on  prop- 
erties valued  at  £52,332. 


A new  sedimentation  plant  lias  no w been  completed  at 
the  Reva  Reservoir  by  the  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company  for  the  removal 
of  Alumina,  Iron  and  Manganese  and  it  is  lioped  that  the  districts 
served  from  the  Reva  supply  will,  benefit  by  the  removal  of  these 
properties .

The  Waterworks  Coipany  are  also  commencing  to  erect 
a similar  type  of  plant  to  service  the  Peacock  supply  area  and  when 
completed  the  whole  of  the  water  for  the  district  which  they  serve 
will  have  received  this  preliminary  treatment. 


An  inspection  of  food  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  a total  of  6,406  lbs.  of  food  stuffs  was  condemned,,

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  rationing  of  meat  came  to  an  end  in  June  and  with 
the  ending  of  controls  local  authorities  were  made  responsible  for 
ensuring  that  adequate  slaughtering  accommodation  was  provided  to 
meet  the  needs  of  local  Butchers. 

A comprehensive  survey  was  made  of  slaughterhouses  used 
prior  to  Ministry  of  Food  control  in  1940  and  of  the  fourteen  estab- 
lishments still  existing,  two  were  found  to  be  in  such  a condition  as 
to  be  quite  unfit  for  use  as  food  premises.  The  owner  of  another 
decided  not  to  re-let  it  as  such,  and,  although  the  condition  of  the 
remaining  eleven  premises  left  much  to  be  desired,  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  occupiers,  necessary  repairs  were  carried  out  and  facilities 
provided  to  bring  them  up  to  the  minimum  standard  required  by  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  1938-54.  Licences  were  subsequently  granted  in  respect 
of  these  eleven  slaughterhouses. 

The  present  set-up  can  only  be  regarded  as  an  interim 
measure;  most  of  the  premises  are  too  small  to  allow  for  the  proper 
hygienic  dressing  of  the  animals  slaughtered  therein  and  the  scattered 
nature  of  the  establishments  renders  inspection  at  the  time  of 
slaughter  not  possible  in  most  cases,  whilst  ante-mortem  inspection 
is  even  more  impracticable.  In  spite  of  these  difficulties,  however, 
all  animals  slaughtered  within  the  district  during  the  year  were  in- 
spected post-mortem,  some  week-end  and  evening  work  being  experienced. 

In  the  interests  of  hygienic  production  and  efficiency 
the  long-term  solution  would  appear  to  require  the  provision  of  a 
centralised  abattoir  controlled  by  the  Council,  but  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Governments ’ policy  of  "Moderate  Concentration"  had  not 
been  published  and  the  proposals  of  the  scheme  were  being  awaited 
with  interest. 


The  quality  of  meat  slaughtered  during  the  year  was 
very  good,  the  bulk  being  from  prime  young  stock,  as  there  seems  to 
be  little  demand  in  the  district  for  lower  quality  meat.  Parts 
found  on  inspection  to  be  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption were  surrendered  on  request  and  destroyed  and  on  no  occasion 
was  it  found  necessary  to  statutorily  seize  unsound  meat.  A few 
routine  inspections  of  meat  imported  from  areas  outside  and  sold 
within  the  district  revealed  no  cases  of  unsound  meat  being  offered 
for  sale. 
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From  July  1st,  641  visits  were  made  in  respect  of 
meat  inspection.  The  total  amount  of  meat  found  to  "be  unfit  for 
human  consumption  was  5»331"2  lbs.,  this  being  disposed  of  by  incin- 
eration at  the  Council 1 s Refuse  Disposal  Plant.

Certification  was  carried  out  by  the  Department  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministry  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  449  pigs  had  been  dealt  with  under 
the  scheme.

ICE  CREAM 

At  the  end  of  the  year  6 2 premises  in  the  district 
were  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  - all  being  of  the  pre- 
packed type  manufactured  outside  the  district  by  well-known  firms. 
The  supervision  of  mobile  retailers  from  surrounding  areas  was 
maintained,  but  in  no  case  was  further  action  required.

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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


There  is  no  real  problem  in  Ai reborough  regarding 
the  prevalence  of  Rats  and  Mice.  The  sewers  are  laid  at  such 
gradients  that  infestation  of  them  by  rodents  is  most  unlikely 
and  indeed  test  baiting  of  same  has  proved  this.  Surface  infesta- 
tions come  to  our  notice  from  inspections  by  the  Department  from 
time  to  time  and  are  dealt  with  promptly.  In  the  case  of  small 
infestations  of  Mice  in  dwelling  houses,  it  is  the  usual  practice 
to  supply  householders  with  simple  safe  rodenticides  and  in  all 
other  cases,  treatments  supervised  by  my  Staff  are  carried  out 
free  at  both  domestic  and  business  premises. 


This  service  of  the  Council  is  very  widely  known 
and  most  of  the  infestations  dealt  with  are  brought  to  our  notice 
by  the  occupiers  or  from  routine  inspections.  In  all  cases  in 
1954  where  a protracted  course  of  systematic  baitings  was  required, 
Warfarin  baits  were  employed  with  very  satisfactory  results.  In 
all,  114  visits  were  made  and  65  baiting  points  used  and  in  every 
case  a complete  eradication  was  achieved.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  1 954  4, 26 1 loads  of  refuse  were  collected 
from  8,662  houses  and  182  other  premises.  The  disposal  of  all 
refuse  was  by  separation  and  incineration  at  the  Council’s  new 
Refuse  Disposal  Plant  at  Milner  Road,  Yeadon,  the  residual  clinker 
heing  tipped  on  the  controlled  tip  on  the  site  of  the  old  derelict 
Guise  ley  Sewage  Works. 

The  recovery  of  Salvage  was  commenced  by  the  Council 
in  April,  1940.  and  to  the  period  ended  31st  December,  1954,  4,870 
tons  of  material  had  been  salvaged  and  sold  for  £34,566.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  District  of  Aireborough  is  provided  with  two  water 
supply  undertakings . The  Council's  own  undertaking  provides  water 
for  the  Parish  of  G-uiseley  and  is  fed  chiefly  from  two  boreholes  in 
Netherfield  Road  and  Moor  Top  at  Guise  ley. 

The  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company  provides  the  remainder  of 
the  area  with  water  from  Reva  Reservoir,  supplied  from  gathering  grounds 
on  Hawks  worth  Moors  and  this  supply  is  supplemented  from  additional 
boreholes.  Considerable  extensions  to  the  Company's  Hawksworth  works 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  which  included  the  installation  of  a 
fully  automatic  pressure  and  flay/  controlled,  booster  pumping  plant 
which  appears  to  give  satisfactory  working  results.  Because  of  the 
presence  of  alum,  iron  and  manganese  in  the  raw  water  to  be  treated, 
the  new  extensions  also  include  sedimentation  tanks,  new  chemical  dosing 
equipment  and  re-siting  of  the  existing  pressure  filters  to  improve  the 
treatment.  Last  year  the  Company  supplied  414, 719  5 000  gallons  for  all 
uses. 


39  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  chemical  analysis  and  of  these  30  were  satisfactory.  The  Drift 
Supply  to  the  Council's  Mount  Pleasant  Reservoir  at  Guiseley  was  found 
to  be  polluted  and  was  disconnected  from  the  Public  Supply  for  a time. 
Further  samples  showed  that  the  pollution  was  of  a transient  nature  and 
as  all  later  samples  were  satisfactory  the  supply  was  re-connected. 

The  approximate  number  of  houses  not  on  the  Public  Supply  in 
the  District  is  90,  but  the  majority  of  these  have  a piped  supply  from 
private  sources.  There  are  no  standpipes  in  the  District.  The  number 
of  dwelling  houses  on  the  Public  Supply  is  8,372  with  an  approximate 
population  of  27,180. 


HOUSING 


During  1 954  the  total  number  of  houses  erected  was  1 80,  an 
increase  of  57  over  the  previous  year,  ^his  figure  includes  131  Council 
owned  houses  and  flats,  all  erected  in  Guiseley,  and  49  houses  erected 
by  private  enterprise;  25  in  Rawdcn,  1 in  Yeadon,  19  in  Hawksworth  and 
4 in  Guiseley. 

In  all  915  inspections  were  made  to  724  houses  which  includes 
493  houses  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  Council ? s Clearance  Area  proposals 
within  5 years.  Slum  Clearance,  which  had  3 -started  in  1 953  gained 
momentum  during  the  year  and  the  following  3 are  ?.s  were  declared  for 
the  demolition  of  18  houses,  15  other  buildings,  and  a displacement  of 
48  persons. 

Clearance  Area  No.  27  __  Well  Lane,  Guiseley. 

This  area  was  inspected  in  May  and  considered  by  the  Health 
Committee  at  their  meeting  on  22nd  June.  The  area  was  subsequently 
confirmed  by  the  Council  on  7th  July,  1954.

Overcrowding 

During  the  year  2 new  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
reported  and  the  total  number  of  cases  relieved  was  A,  involving  35 
persons.  There  were  no  known  cases  of  overcrowding  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  only  a detailed  survey  could  give  an  indication  of  this 
problem. 
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Improvement  Grants 


24  dwellings  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  the 
owners  given  advice  with  regard  to  possible  improvements  and 
financial  aid  by  way  of  grants.  As  a result  17  applications  were 
received  and  14  were  approved  for  grant  purposes.  The  total  costs 
of  improvement  work  and  the  grants  given  being  £4,959*  1 8s.  6d. 
and  £2,479.  15s.  3d.  respectively.  These  last  approvals  bring 
the  total  number  of  houses  improved  with  assistance  of  grants,

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


Daring  the  year  184  new  water  closets  were  installed 
in  new  houses  and  31  additional  for  existing  old  properties,  making 
the  estimated  number  of  water  closets  10, 743*  comprising  approxi- 
mately 8,042  dwellings  with  one  W.C.;  343  with  2 W.C.’s  and  177 
with  joint  W.C.'s.  The  approximate  number  of  W.C.'s  in  factories 
is  609 ; shops  152;  hotels  and  public  houses  182;  business  premises 
185;  public  conveniences,  schools  and  other  premises  799. 

There  still  remain  16  privy  middens  and  14  pail  closets 
due  to  the  absence  of  sewers  or  to  the  fact  that  the  property  con- 
cerned is  included  in  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  plan. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKPLACES 

During  the  year  112  separate  visits  were  made  to 
factories  and  8 notices  served  under  the  Act.  Four  referred  to 
unsuitable  sanitary  accommodation  which  were  remedied. 

31  smoke  observations  were  made  on  factory  premises 
and  2 contraventions  of  the  Byelaws  were  observed  and  Statutory 
Notices  served. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


Sewers  have  been  extended  to  take  drainage  for  the 
Council's  Shaw  Lane  Housing  Estate  at  Guiseley.  The  number  of 
houses  not  connected  to  the  Public  Sewers  is  approximately  160  due 
to  absence  of  Sewers  in  certain  areas. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  the 
Public  Conveniences  at  Micklefield  Lane,  Victoria  Avenue,  Albert 
Square,  Town  Hall  Square,  New  Scarborough,  Oxford  Road  and  White 
Cross. 


PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACT 

A survey  was  made  of  all  premises  licenced  for  the 
storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  a block  plan  was  prepared  in  each 
case,  showing  the  position  of  the  petrol  tanks  or  store  in  relation 
to  other  buildings.  In  all,  79  visits  were  paid  to  the  58  premises 
involved. 

SWIM/HNG  BATHS 


2 samples  of  water  for  Chemical  analysis  and  Bacterio- 
logical examination  were  taken  from  one  of  the  two  Swimming  Baths 
in  the  District  and  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  With  the 
co-operation  of  the  Education  Authority  the  purification  plant  was 
inspected  during  operation  and  suggestions  as  to  the  proper  working 
of  same  were  implemented  with  the  result  that  9 further  samples 
gave  satisfactory  results.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  study  of  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  in 
Aireborough  was  first  commenced  in  July,  1 94-6,  when  apparatus  for 
measuring  the  quantities  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  was  set  up 
in  the  Department ’ s Laboratory.  The  apparatus  draws  in  air 
continuously  from  High  Street  to  provide  a daily  reading  of  these 
two  types  of  pollution,  the  result  being  expressed  as  a definite 
actual  concentration  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  a stated 
volume  of  air.  The  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air 
is  known  to  be  much  affected  by  weather  conditions  such' as  wind  and 
rain,  and  for  this  reason  day  to  day  variations  are  considerably 
greater  than  that  of  the  original  emission  of  the  gas  from  chimneys, 
flues, etc.  The  effects  of  the  weather  thus  also  show  themselves  in 
the  monthly  averages,  as  given  below,  with  the  result  that  the 
records  of  many  years  sampling  are  required  before  it  is  possible 
to  draw  any  conclusions  about  changes  for  better  or  worse,  in  the 
emission  of  sulphur  dioxide.

Given  overleaf  are  two  tables  revealing  the  yearly  cycles 
of  the  monthly  mean  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  observed  by  the 
volumetric  method,  and  the  monthly  mean  concentration  of  suspended 
impurities,  consisting  chiefly  of  smoke.  The  column  S5  contains  the 
mean  rate  for  the  five  summer  months  of  May  to  September;  the  column 
W 5 contains  corresponding  values  for  November  to  March  of  winter; 
and  the  ratio  W5/S5  is  shown  in  the  last  column.  The  results  for 
April  and  October  are  only  used  for  calculating  the  year’ s average 
figure,  as  during  these  months  the  need  for  artificial  heating  is 
extremely  variable.  Prom  November  to  March  fires  are  usually  lighted 
as  a matter  of  course,  i.e.  daily,  while  from  May  to  September  they 
are  used  very  infrequently  and  occasionally  during  the  day  time.

LEAD  PEROXIDE  CAUDLE 

On  the  1st  May,  1950,  a lead  peroxide  candle  was  placed  on  Yeadou 
Moor  for  monthly  exposures  to  the  air,  so  that  the  lead  peroxide  would  ah  sort 
sulphur  dioxide  from  an  undeterminable  volume  of  air.  The  results  obtained  are 
monthly  values,  reduced  to  weights  per  day  per  area  of  candle  - not  volumetric 
as  above  - and  will  be  of  statistical  use  eventually  to  show  the  yearly  cycle 
of  deposited  lead  sulphate.  In  settled  weather  conditions  the  candle  absoibs 
sulphur  dioxide  at  a rate  proportional  to  the  concentration  of  the  gas  in  the 
air,  but  it  is  greatly  affected  by  any  changes  in  the  weather  - the  moisture 
surface  in  winter  is  more  reactive  than  in  summer  - but  over  lengthy  periods 
during  either  winter  or  summer,  and  particularly  with  a few  years’  figures  avail- 
able, the  effects  of  weather  conditions  are  not  so  great  as  with  the  volumetric 
system. 

It  will  be  noted  that  figures  for  the  months  of  June  and  July  are 
not  available  due  to  damage  to  the  apparatus-  This  also  affects  the  figures 
for  rate  of  sulphation  during  the  summer  months  and  also  the  figure  W5/S5.

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A Deposit  Gauge,  of  standard  pattern,  was  placed  on  open 
ground  on  Yeadon  Moor  on  the  1st  September,  19 47*  at  a height  above  sea 
level  of  655  feet,  for  the  deposit  of  atmospheric  pollution,  and  the 
analysis  was  carried  out  monthly  by  the  County  Analysts. 

Damage  to  the  glass-ware  was  quite  frequent  - frost  in 
Winter  and  high  winds  in  Autumn  - so  that  in  February,  1949*  an  experiment 
in  the  use  of  stainless  steel  collecting  bowls  and  receivers  was  instituted 
for  the  Yeadon  Moor  Standard  Gauge,  and  this  use  has  continued  with 
apparently  quite  successful  results,  with  no  parts  of  the  gauge  liable  to 
any  damage  from  any  type  of  weather  experienced  in  this  area.

The  deposit  gauge  is  used  to  calculate  the  rate  at 
which  solid  materials  in  the  atmosphere  are  deposited  at  ground 
level,  and  so,  by  inference,  the  rate  at  which  these  solids  are 
emitted  into  the  air.  The  diversity  of  the  results  from  month  to 
month  in  one  gauge  does  show  that  variations  in  actual  emission 
only  account  for  a very  small  part  of  the  differences;  the 
differences  are  mostly  due  to  all  weather  factors  - a wind  may  take 
solids  away  from  the  district,  or  it  may  bring  others  to  it;  rain 
may  wash  down  a greater  part  of  all  solids;  fine  hot  weather  with 
rising  air  lifts  and  carries  away  the  particles  in  still  air  and  during 
the  fog  periods,  the  results  of  local  open  fires  falls  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  chimney.  On  the  average  over  a long  period 
of  time,  however,  rainfall,  winds  and  other  weather  conditions  are 
approximately  constant;  smoke  emissions  are  obviously  not  so.  Thus 
by  determining  mean  values  over  long  periods,  i.e.  five  years  - more 
accurate  changes  in  emissions  of  pollution  in  any  one  area  may  be 
stated,  and  more  accurate  comparisons  made  between  the  winter  and 
summer  months. 

At  this  stage  in  our  investigations,  only  covering  a span 
of  seven  years,  it  is  still  not  possible  to  produce  really  reliable 
figuresover  the  recommended  5-year  periods  for  comparison  purposes, 
and  we  would  prefer,  for  this  year,  to  continue  using  a shorter  one 
df  three  years,  as  shown  in  the  following  table.

For  the  third  consecutive  year  the  two  average  figures 
evolved  show  substantial  increases  in  the  amounts  of  solids  deposited 
per  square  mile  - i.e.  the  average  monthly  deposit  has  risen  from  14 
to  nearly  17,  and  consequently  the  annual  total  deposit  has  gone  up 
from  1 54  to  201 , and  this  latter  figure  is  higher  than  our  previous 
highest  of  190  tons  in  1951. 

Similarly, a study  of  the  3-year  cycle  table  shows  a 
further  increase  of  6 tons  during  the  year  (now  standing  at  169),  and 
this  is  more  particularly  striking  when  compared  with  the  first 
recorded  figure  of  139  - an  increase  of  30  tons  per  square  mile  per 
year.

It  is  evident  from  the  above  figures  that  the  present 
trend  towards  confinement  in  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  in  preference 
to  confinement  at  home  continues,  only.  20  per  cent  of  confinements 
taking  place  at  home.  One  of  the  main  factors  responsible  for  this 
situation  is  the  ready  availability  of  beds  in  maternity  units  provided 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  this  area. 

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery 

The  number  of  midwives  in  the  Division  was  reduced 
during  the  year  from  seven  to  four  by  the  resignations  of  Mrs,  Rust 
and  Mrs.  Watts  in  Pudsey  and  the  transfer  of  Miss  Whitfield  to  the 
Home  Nursing  Service  in  Aireborough.  In  view  of  the  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  domiciliary  midwifery  no  new  appointments  were  made  to 
replace  these  midwives,  but  their  areas  were  allocated  to  the  remaining 
midwives.  One  of  the  midwives  undertakes  relief  duties  in  the 
Division,

3.  Institutional  Confinements 

All  applications  for  Regional  Hospital  Board 
maternity  accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this  Division 
are  made  by  the  ante --natal  clinic  or  the  patient 1 s own  doctor, 
to  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  accommo- 
dation is  booked  in  one  or  other  of  the  following  maternity  homes 
according  to  the  wishes  of  the  patient :- 

Pom'1  Gables  Maternity  Home,  Horsforth  20  beds 
The  General  Hospital,  Otley  20  beds 

St.  Winifred's  Maternity  Home,  Ilkley  1 2 beds 

At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the 
patient’s  own  doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases 
from  the  Maternity  Unit  under  the  control  of  the  Ilkley  and  Otley 
Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional  Public  Health 
Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow  up  by  the  midwife  or  the 
health  visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 

i.  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health 
Service  ante-natal  care  was  mainly  provided  at  the  ante-natal 
clinics  of  local  authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of  general 
practitioners  are  providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked 
patients  under  the  Maternity  Medical  Service  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  and  more  women  are  seeking  a bed  in  hospital. 
These  factors  have  led  to  a marked  reduction  in  attendances  at 
some  of  the  clinics.

5.  Ante-Natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Clinics 

These  clinics, by  teaching  the  mother  the  functions  of 
labour  pains  and  the  course  of  labour,  by  teaching  her  relaxation 
and  preparing  her  for  labour  by  a course  of  ante-natal  exercises, 
can  do  much  to  help  her  to  approach  her  confinement  with  understand- 
ing and  confidence. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Watts  it  was  necessary 
to  suspend  the  relaxation  sessions  at  the  Pudsey  Clinic  from  October. 
These  sessions  will  be  re-commenced  as  soon  as  staff  is  available. 
Sessions  were  commenced  at  the  Horsforth  Clinic  in  June  and  it  is 
intended  to  extend  these  facilities  to  the  rest  of  the  Division  when 
possible.

6.  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  Mothers 


Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  to  receive  priority  dental  treatment  through  the  County 
Council’s  Scheme  either  at  the  County's  Dental  Clinic,  Richardshaw 
Lane,  Pudsey,  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The  services  of  a private 
dental  practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  under  the  scheme 
when  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend  a County 
Dental  Clinic.  Under  the  scheme  all  treatment,  including  th©  pro- 
vision of  dentures,  is  entirely  free.

1 . Infant  Welfare  Clinics

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2.  Day  Nurseries 


During  the  year  the  County  Council  revised  its  policy 
regarding  Day  Nurseries. 

In  accordance  with  the  revised  policy  no  places  can 
he  provided  . in  Day  Nurseries  for  children  of  mothers  who  enter 
industry  unless  it  is  necessary  for  any  mother  to  go  out  to  work 
on  account  of  the  fact  that  she  is  the  principal  support  of  the 
family.  The  accommodation  is  provided  for,  and  must  he  restricted 
to,  health  cases  where  the  mother  is  not  working  except  as  the 
principal  support  of  the  family,  or  where  the  father  has  the  care 
of  the  children  and  is  deprived  of  the  services  of  his  wife  hy  reason 
of  death,  divorce  or  separation  and  has  no  housekeeper.  Bad  housing 
accommodation  per  se  cannot  he  accepted  as  a reason  for  admission  in 
the  absence  of  an  overriding  health  reason.  Examples  of  cases  which 
may  he  accepted  are:- 

(a)  The  young  child  whose  mother  is  ill  or  lying-in. 

(h)  The  illegitimate  child  whose  mother  is  seeking  work. 

(c)  The  child  of  the  widow,  and  the  mother  who  is 
divorced  or  separated  from  her  husband,  who  is  without 
adequate  financial  resources  and  must  work  for  the 
support  of  her  family. 

(d)  ^he  child  of  the  widower. 

As  from  the  1 st  April  the  hours  of  opening  were  from 
8.30  a.m.  to  A*30  p.m. 

As  from  the  1st  December  the  Yeadon  and  G-uiseley  Day 
Nurseries  were  closed. 

The  nurseries  are  recognised  hy  the  Ministries  of 
Health  and  Education  as  training  centres  for  students  for  the  certi- 
ficate of  the  National  Nursery  Examination  Board. 

All  the  children  attending  the  nurseries  are  medically 
examined  monthly,  and  diphtheria  immunisation  is  also  carried  out 
when  necessary.

3.  Premature  Infants 

Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  premature 
babies  at  home  is  stationed  at  the  Pudsey  Ambulance  Depot  from 
which  it  can  he  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time  day  or  night  at 
the  request  of  a doctor  or  midwife.  Nurse  Gibson  has  attended  a 
special  course  of  instruction  in  the  care  of  premature  babies  at  the 
Sorrento  Maternity  Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  her  to  be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in  order  that  she  can 
advise  and  assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to  their  care. 
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Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth 
card  for  the  birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it 
is  5d'*"ll)s.  or  less  the  infant  is  considered  to  be  premature . 

There  were  39  premature  babies  born  alive  during 
the  year,  of  which  35  survived  over  28  days,  giving  a survival 
rate  of  89*7  for  the  Division  as  compared  with  86,9  in  1953. 

Particulars  of  survival  are  shown  in  the  following 

table : -

4.  Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers 
and  their  children  who  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment to  give  any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective  co-opera- 
tion exists  "between  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office  and  the 
various  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in 
dealing  with  the  many  social  problems  which  these  cases  frequently 
present . 


The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility 
within  prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes 
for  Unmarried  Mothers.  Seven  mothers  and  their  babies  who  were 
residents  in  the  Division  were:  admitted,  to  such  Homes  during  the 
year  under  these  arrangements.

Prior  to  1946  the  health  visitor  was  concerned 
mainly  with  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five 
years,  and  although  this  still  continues  to  be  an  important  part 
of  her  work,  she  is  now  also  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and 
family  adviser,  with  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  whole  family. 
This  extension  of  her  work  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  other 
visits  made  by  the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the 
Division  for  health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course 
of  training,  arranged  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the 
University  of  Leeds,  for  the  Health  Visitors’  Certificate. 

Details  of  the  Health  Visitors’  work  are  given  in 
the  following  table 
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HOME  NOTHING- 


The  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Nursing 
Service  continues  to  be  very  heavy.  The  Service  has, 
however,  by  enabling  more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home 
and  by  making  possible  the  early  discharge  of  patients 
from  hospitals.,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need  by  relieving  the 
pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the 
year  in  the  Division  shows  a decrease  of  30.5  on  the  previous 
year,  and  48  per  cent  of  the  case's  were  aged  63  or  over. 

Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the  home 
nurses  by  general  practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections, 
ana  7785  visits  were  mads  by  chs  nurses  for  this  purpose 
only. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  main- 
tained with  general  practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals 
in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  lias  under  -her  care  articles  of 
equipment  for  loan  to  patient?  who  are  being  nursed  at  home. 
Large  articles  of  equipment  such  as  wheel  chairs,  eto,  are 
stored  at  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office,  and  are 
available  for  lean  to  patients  as  required.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Mss  E.  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council’s  Mental 
Health  Social  Workers,  undertakes  duties  in  connection  with 
the  supervision  and  training  of  mentally  defective  persons  in 
the  Division,  who  are  under  statutory  supervision,  guardianship 
or  on  licence  from  Institutions  i She  is  also  concerned  with 
the  after-care  of  persons  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals  and 
is  now  working  in  co-operation  with  the  Social  Therapists  at 
Scalebor  Park  Hospital  in  regard  to  the  after-care  of  patients 
discharged  from  that  hospital.  Mental  health  care  and  after- 
care cases  are  sometimes  referred  by  general  medical  practitioners 
and  by  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

The  local  Ministry  of  Labour  officials  and  Youth 
Employment  officers  have  been  helpful  with  regard  to  the  employ- 
ment problems  of  mentally  ill  or  defective  persons. 

The  interchange  of  information  between  Health 
Visitors  and  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  has  proved  to  be 
very  useful,  while  close  co-operation  with  the  Duly  Authorised 
Officer  has  been  of  mutual  advantage  in  cases  where  action  under 
the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  was  necessary. 

Mrs  .Rooks,  Home  Teacher,  undertakes  the  training 
of  defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Leeds  Mental 
Health  Service  for  children  who  have  been  reported  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  as  ineducable,  and  who  are  living  at  home,  to 
attend  Occupation  Centres  in  Leeds,  The  majority  of  the  cases 
attend  the  West  Leeds  Centre,  Armley  Grange,  Stanningley  Road, 
Leeds.  Free  transport  is  provided  to  and  from  the  Centres.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Miss  M.V.  Pease,  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  was  appointed 
in  March,  and  she  now  devotes  her  whole  time  to  the  visiting  of 
tuberculous  patients  in  the  Division.  She  also  attends  the  chest 
clinics  serving  the  Division  and  thereby  provides  a valuable  link 
between  the  clinics  and  the  care  and  after-care  service  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority. 

There  has  been  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physicians 
and  the  Health  Department.  The  agreement  reached  between  the  Leeds 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council  on  the  joint  use  of 
Chest  Physicians  should  lead  to  a closer  integration  of  the  diagnostic 
and  curative  work  of  the  Board  and  the  preventive  and  care  work  of 
the  County  Council.  Under  this  agreement  the  Chest  Physicians 
employed  full-time  by  the  Board  will  undertake  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  certain  specified  duties  in  relation  to  the  care, 
after-care  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

Fifty-seven  tuberculous  patients  were  receiving  free 
extra  nourishment  ( two  pints  of  milk  daily)  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

Twenty-nine  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  Division  were  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physicians  on  behalf 
of  the  County  Council  during  the  year.

YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 

Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Youth 
Employment  Officers  regarding  children  leaving  school  who  are 
medically  unfit  to  follow  certain  types  of  occupation.  When  necessary 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  Paediatrician 
to  he  present  at  the  Youth  Employment  Officer's  interviews  with  the 
parents  of  these  children. 

EMPLOYMENT  OP  CHILDREN 

The  County  Council’s  Byelaws  require  that  where  a child 
of  compulsory  school  age  is  employed,  there  shall  within  14  days 
from  the  date  when  the  employment  Began  he  produced  to  and  endorsed 
hy  the  employer  a certificate  from  the  School  Medical  Officer  that 
such  employment  will  not  he  prejudicial  to  his  health  or  physical 
development  and  will  not  render  him  unfit  to  obtain  proper  benefit 
from  his  education.  109  children  were  medically  examined  for  this 
purpose  during  the  year. 

19  children  were  also  examined  as  to  their  fitness  to 
take  part  in  entertainments  under  the  provisions  of  the  Children 
and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933.
